He 
b e c a m e a major league 
pitcher. That was 12 years 
ago, and he's still pitching 
in the major leagues, as the 
b u l l p e n ace of a team 
headed for the World Series, 
the Detroit Tigers. 


To fill out the story, Don 


McMahon also works for Al 
Davis when he's not pitching 
during the baseball season. 
For the other six months of 
the year, he's a talent scout 
for the Oakland Raiders, and 
living testimony of his good 
judgment is the,presence.of 
Bob Svihus at offensive left 
tackle in the lineup of the 
American Football League 
champs. McMahon recommended the Southern California 
husky to the Raiders. 


But Don couldn't support his family of six little McMahons, 


transplanted from Brooklyn to California, on the 75 bucks 
and expenses he gets from the Raiders for a Saturday outing. 
That's why he still pitches. 


"I'm 38, and I've still got a straight arm," he says proudly. 


He extends it and flexes a limber muscle in the forearm. He 
sits relaxed in the Tiger dugout this night because he doesn't 
expect to work. He pitched the night before, with the expected 
results. The other team didn't score. 


Don has been with the Tigers a month, and he has worked 


in almost half their games, winning a couple, saving a couple, 
striking out almost a batter per inning. 


"Last night," he says, "I threw my first slider in two 


months. 1 don't need the fancy junk. I still go with the fast 
ball." 


Don McMahon will never make the Hall of Fame. In his 


dozen years in the big leagues, he has never won more than 
eight games any one summer. He has always been a relief 
pitcher, on six different teams under 14 different managers. 
With the Milwaukee Braves, his original club, he performed 
in two World Series. With the Tigers, he's eagerly looking 
forward to a third—and helping them make it. 


It's not the money. "I'll get something," he admits. "I 


know it won't be a full share. But all I want is the ring." 


A World Series participant receives a diamond-imbedded 


ring. Don has two of them from the Braves. He wears one; 
his wife wears the other. 


"Some day," he says, "I want my boys to wear them." 
Don's 10-year-old pitched on an intermediate Little League 


team this summer in Des Plaines, III, where the McMahons 
resided temporarily while he was with the White Sox, and 
struck out 59 batters in 21 innings. 


"The kid," says dad proudly, "can zing it." 
Don will stick around as long as his own hummer can get 


by batters. He's realistic. He can help a team like the Tigers 
maybe one, two more years. And they can help an old pitcher 
like him. 


"With this club, all you got to do is stay close and wait for 


someone to hit it out of the park," he says. The Tigers as a 
team have hit 40 more homers than any other in the majors. 


"We're sort of like the old Braves, except we don't have as 


many guys hit for average. We don't have much speed. But 
that guy in centerfieW (Mickey Stanley) has played terrific 
ball. And we got MoLain." 


Pennis McLain is the pitcher who is aiming for 30 victories 


this summer. And almost every time he is scheduled to 
throw, Don McMahon can count on a night off. At his age, it s 
a welcome relief.

A—Following a hemorrhoid- 


ectomy, a surgeon usually 
prescribes dioctyl sodium sul- 
fosuccinate to keep the stools 
soft and an icebag locally to 
minimize the pain of the cut 
surfaces. On the following 
day, the icebag is discontinued 
and a hot sitz bath is taken. 
The discomfort should have 
pretty well disappeared by the 
end of the third week. 


Q— My husband is a drafts- 


man. All of his fellow workers 
are troubled with piles. I sup- 
pose this is due to prolonged 
sitting. Is there anything my 
husband can do to avoid get- 
ting piles? 


A— The predisposing causes 


of piles include prolonged 
straining at stool, pregnancy 
in women and a hereditary 
weakness of the connective 
tissue supporting the hemor- 
rhoidal veins. A sedentary oc- 
cupation in itself is not a 
cause but anyone who must 
sit for long periods should get 
up and stir around for a cou- 
ple of minutes every hour. He 
should also get some regular 
exercise daily in order to 
maintain his physical fitness. 


Q— Can hemorrhoids involve 


the upper rectum and large 
intestine or cause polyps to 
form? 


A—Hemorrhoids are classi- 


fied as internal and external 
but even the internal variety 
does not involve the upper 
rectum or colon. Polyps are 
an unrelated condition.

Though she 
tried to restrain him, he pushed her 
aside, stepped aboard, and toppled 
backward to the floor. 


Afterward, the man complained

stopped me by force." But a court 
decided that was too much to ex- 
pect—especially since he weighed 
twice as much as she did. All in all, 
the court concluded, the man had 
no one to blame but himself.

equality. 


"This is a good and honest 


man," says a member of his 
staff. "If he has any fault it's 
probably that he's top good 
and honest to be in this busi- 
ness."

Humphrey's statement was, for 
a man seeking the presidency, 
an outstanding example of truth 
and political courage. He should 
have let that statement stand un- 
qualified. But he didn't. 


In a television interview Mon- 


day in New York the Democratic 
standard-bearer 
reconsidered 


his original rashness and re- 
treated with the observation that 
the Chicago police "did over- 
react in some instances." 


And today's dispatches report 


Humphrey is now resorting to the 
old Lyndon B. Johnson formula: 
Don't endorse vigorous police 
action— just call for a citizens 
commission to talk over 
the

of 
demonstrators, 


police, and harassed TV, radio, 
and newspaper reporters. 


Humphrey should have stood 


on his first statement, backing 
Mayor Daley and the Chicago 
police. It got him potential votes 
— all of which he lost in his later 
retraction. One national poll re- 
ported more than 60 per cent of 
Its respondents endorsed the 
tough stand of Mayor Daley and 
his police in stopping the mob's 
attempt to march on the Demo- 
cratic National Convention. 


Television and press associa- 


tion men got themselves pretty 
well involved in the Chicago riot- 
ing—so involved, in fact, that 
their screams about "police 
brutality" left the reading and 
viewing audience cold. And the 
impression you and I got was 
sustained by a public opinion 
poll — 60 per cent upholding law- 
enforcement in Chicago. 


Racial overtones and their
